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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1 , 3, 1 3, 77-79, 81 -85 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being 
anticipated by Subbiah et al U.S. Patent Number 6,538,992. 

Re Claims 1, 3, 13, 77, fig. 1 teaches an ATM node apparatus has VC 
connection between adjacent ATM node apparatus for transferring packets and 
assembled (dividing the packet into cells) by AAL2 in 100. Fig. 1 further teaches that 
the routing and network addressing function are performed in the network layer (See 
col. 1 , lines 49-53), the networking layer inherently includes a routing table to determine 
the destination of the routing packet. Fig. 1 further includes a ANP table (a quality 
description table), plurality of QoS queues (a plurality of output queues), and output 
queue 1 10 (an output control section) for performing the read out from the QoS queues 
so as to achieve a quality set (See col. 7, lines 45 +) for each output queue controlled 
by multilevel QoS service module 100 (a header processing section). Fig. 3 further 
teaches that the incoming packets are determined by the network layer and inserted 
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into the QoS queue wherein the network layer functions to process the header of the 
packet to determine QoS level by searching the ANP table and later read out to 1 10. 

Re Claims 78, 84, refer to Claim 77, wherein the packet is transmitted over VC in 
accordance with QoS parameter. 

Re Claims 79, 81 , 82, 85, refer to Claim 77, wherein the packet includes a 
destination address. 

Re Claim 83, refer to Claim 77, wherein the adjacent node receives a packet as a 
plurality of ATM cells. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 80, 86 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Subbiah et al U.S. Patent Number 6,538,992. 

Re Claims 80, 86 refer to Claim 79, as '992 patent teaches that the network layer 
functions to perform routing and network addressing, '992 fails to explicitly teach that 
the routing table includes parameters associated with TCP/IP protocol header 
information. However, one skilled in the art would have been motivated to provide 
TCP/IP over ATM to facilitate QoS functions, wherein the TCP/IP stack includes the "the 
second portion of the header includes". 
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Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1,3, 13 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 4-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

In combination with claims 1 and 4; 3 and 5, prior art fails to teach the contents of 
the routing table as claimed. 

7. Claims 12 and 14-26 are allowed.
